Detailed Action 

In response to the Non-Final Office Action mailed on 08/13/09, applicants' filed a 
response on 02/10/10 and a supplemental response on 03/23/10 with amendments to 
claims 48, 50, 82 and 86. Applicants' have submitted a Terminal Disclaimer Under 37 
CFR 1. 321(c) on 02/10/09 to overcome the obviousness-type double patenting of 
previously co-pending application 11/995,191 filed on 01/09/08. 

The Terminal disclaimer filed on 02/10/09 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
previously co-pending application 11/995,191 filed on 01/09/08 has been reviewed and 
is accepted. The Terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Applicants' arguments and claim amendments filed on 03/23/10 have been fully 
considered and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections previously 
applied. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office action are 
hereby withdrawn. 

Claims 38, 39, 42, 48, 50, 78, 81-83 and 85-87 are pending in this application 
and are being considered for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 38, 39, 42, 48, 50, 78, 81-83 and 85-87 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Following a 
diligent search, it was determined that the prior art neither teaches nor suggests a 
transformed bryophyte cell from Physcomitrella patens that comprises i) a disrupted 
endogenous alpha 1,3-fucosyl transferase encoding nucleotide sequence and ii) a 
disrupted endogenous beta 1,2-xylosyl transferase encoding nucleotide sequence

whereby the bryophyte cell is incapable of forming N-linked glycans with 1,3-linked 
fucosyl and 1,2-linked xylosyl residues.
